L I N C O L N ' S 
T E A C H E A 


Bemlnlsoenoe» of the Martyred President 
by Uncle Itilly Greene. 


Every man whoever dabbled in Illi- 
nois State politics knows him or has 
heard of him. 
To these and to those 
who knew him in his active business 
life he is known as "Slicky 
Bill" 
Green. 
Young men addressed him as 
"Uncle Billy" Green, and the poetic 
Ed Lanning, of Petersburg, calls him 
the "Prophet of Menard." 


He la called "Slicky BiU" because no 
sharper, shrewder business man or 
politician ever lived in Illinois. 
He is 
called "Uncle Billy" because he is an 
old man. 
Ed Lanning calls him the 
"Prophet of Menard" because in him is 
nearly all the history of the country; 
because he is a prominent figure in old 
Salem's history, and because in Abra- 
ham Lincoln's early manhood Greene 
was closer to him than any other man 
and had more influence with him. 
He, 
more than any other individual, made 
Lincoln's first election to the Presi- 
dency possible, for he followed Greene's 
political advice when he would not lis- 
ten to other men. 
He was the friend 
and confident of Lincoln in his early 
manhood. 
Greene was sharp, aggress- 
ive and successful and Lincoln had 
faith in his judgment in all things. 
Greene, on the other hand, stood won- 
dering in the presence of 
Lincoln's 
greatness—to him apparent from their 
earliest acquaintance. 
Greene says of 
limcoln: "Always, from the first time 
I saw him, I thought him the greatest 
man that ever lived, and I know it 
now." 


It was to Greene that Lincoln con- 
fided his secret sorrows and his hopes. 
It was Greene who, at night in the 
grocery store at Harlem, held the little 
S 
ammar while Lincoln recited his 


isons. 
When President Lincoln, at a ban- 
quet at the White House, presented 
William G. Greene to William H. 
Seward, Mr. Seward bowed grandly 
from across the banquet table and 
•aid: 
"I am pleased to meet you, Mr. 
Greena" 


"Oh, come around here, Seward, and 
shake hands with Greene," said Presi- 
dent Lincoln; "he is the man who 
taught me grammai-." 


Mr. Greene says he is not entitled to 
this distinction. 
"Lincoln committed 
the whole grammar to memory," he 
says, "and I simply looked on the 
book to see that he didn't miss a word 
while he recited it. 
When Lmcoln 
tackled a proposition he knew it all 
before he quit it; and when he got 
through with that grammar he knew 
more about grammar than the man who 
wrote the hook.'*—Chicago News,

NEW YORK FIRE! 


Over $1,600,000 Worth of Property 
Goes Up in Smoke at New 
York City. 


NBW YOBK, Jan. 80.—One of the larg- 
est fires that has occorred in this city for 
many months broke out in the store of 
Henry Bogers A Oo.j 249 Broadway, 
early this morning. 
It mined and des- 
troyed five adjoining stores. 
The prop- 
erty occupied the west side of Broadway 
between Rne and Spring streets and ex- 
tends through to Mercer street No. 549 
was a five stoty iron front double build- 
ing. 
The first floor was occupied by 
Henry Bogers ¿c Go., tne third by O. A. 
Tost, the fonrth by Malicolmson & Co. 


No. 545 was occupied by Robertson & 
Kaufman, P. E. Wilson & Son, Stein, 
Falk & Go., and G. Eaempfer. 


No. 547, a five story brick, was occu- 
pied by F. Belanchi & Go. No. 553 was 
occupied by Louis Metzer Jerkowski, 
and Grust, Mitchell & Bicard. 
No. 
555 was occupied bp B. Isaacs & Bro., 
Samuel Lowenstein, and Schwak & Son. 
Nos. 557 and 559 was occupied by Henry 
Nomman, L. L. Lipman k Sons, and 
C. G. Garpenter and I. Peavy & Bros, 
Nos. 561 and 563 were occupied by 
Sthier, Kohn k Go., Gotthold & Go., 
T. L. Barker & Sons, and the Holland 
Manufacturing Go. 
Several accidents 
occurred. 
Mike Eelley and Fireman 
Sheridan were injured. 
The fire insur- 
ance adjusters now say the loss will 
reach 81,500,000. 
The stock in the 
buildings is totally destroyed. 


Fireman Bielly died at noon from his 
injuries. 


The insurance foots up quite $1,500,- 
000 and is distributed among nearly all 
the domestic and forei^ insurance com- 
panies doing business in New Tork, in 
sums ranging from $1,200 to $10,000. 


CORA LEE ACQUITTED. 


Terdict 5ot Unexpected—The Jnry Out 
Only Seven Minutes. 
SpsiNaFiSLD, Mo., Jan. 30.—The trial 
of Gora Lee for the murder, in the first 
degree, of Sarah Graham terminated 
Saturday afternoon about 5:15 o'clock in 
a verdict of acquittal by the jury, after a 
deliberation of only about seven min- 
utes. 
Tears of joy rolled down the 
cheeks of both Gora Lee and Mrs. Molloy 
as they received the congratulations of 
their friends. The verdict was not un- 
expected, owing to the mystery sur- 
rounding the murder and the contra- 
dictory and unsatisfactory evidence. 


The only sensation in the court room 
worth mentioning was when the Hon. O. 
H. Travers was making the closing argu- 
ments for the defense. He stated that 
if, at the preliminary trial, Gharlie Gra- 
ham had been induced by his father to 
swear falsely, he could be induced by 
his aunt now to swear falsely. Mrs. Abi- 
gail Breese, the boy's aunt, who was sit 
ting a few feet away, quickly jumped to 
her feet and said : 


"Mr. Travers, do you mean to say that 
would have Gharlie tell a lie ?" 
Her husbauii gently drew her back to 
her chair, where she sat weeping for 
some minutes, and the speaker proceeded 
with his argument.

argument in Mr. White's favor. 
The 
majority of the committee, 
however, 
seem to think they will succeed in hav- 
ing the seat declared vacant and a new 
election ordered. 


Yessels in Danger. 


WASHINOTON, Jan. 
30.—The signal 
corps station at Nantucket reports up- 
ward of fifty vessels in the ice near Nan- 
tucket and from Great Point to Tucker- 
nuck shoals many are adrift, having lost 
anchors and chains. 
The ice is ten 
inches or more thick and the most pow- 
erful tugs can render them no assistance. 
Most of them will be wrecked unless 
prompt assistance is rendered when the 
ice breaks.

TWO MVICTED. 


Coy and Berntaamer Fonnd Guilty of 
the Tally-sheet Forgeries in 
Indianapolis. 


INDIANAPOIIIB, Jan. 30.—The jury in 
the 
tally-sheet 
forgery 
cases 
were 
charged by Judge Woods on Friday af- 
ternoon, and that night and Saturday 
were spent in deliberation. 
At 6 o'clock 
Saturday evening a verdict was reached. 
The news was at once sent to Judge 
Woods, who decided to come to the 
federal building and receive the finding 
at 7:30. Just before 9 o'clock the jury 
came into court and the verdict was an- 
nounced. 
Goy and Bernhamer are de- 
clared guilty, and Mattler is acquitted. 
The jury was polled and then discharg- 
ed. 
Mr. McNutt objected to the recep- 
tion of the verdict on the ground that 
the jury had been communicated with. 
Mr. Mattler was discharged, and Judge 
Woods announced that on Thursday 
next he would hear the motions filed for 
new trials for Bernhamer and Goy. 
la 
the meantime the convicted men, being 
under $2,000 bail each, will not be 
placed in confinement 


The verdict was received in perfect 
stillness. 
Goy and Bernhamer had pre- 
pared themselves for it, but Mailer was 
nearly crazy in his nervousness. 
When 
the verdict was announced Matler was 
congratulated. 


Tlie defense are hopeful that if all 
other agencies fail the plea of want of 
jurisdiction will be sustained by Judge 
Gresham; further, that sufficient error 
can be found in Wood's charge to set 
the verdict aside. 
Gonceming this, one 
of the defendants remarked to-night that 
the charge was an abler presentation of 
the prosecution than was either argu- 
ment by the attorneys of the govern- 
ment, and that it was extremely severe 
upon the defense, in that it picked up 
and strengthened every weak point in 
the government armor. 
And concen- 
ing this charge there is this incident; 
Immediately following its deliveryjJndge 
Woods instructed the stenographer that 
he wanted to see the report after it was 
written out, that he might correct any 
mistakes which might be made. 


Judge McNutt demanded a copy from 
the stenographer, exactly as it had been 
delivered, not as it read when corrected, 
saying, "We want it blood raw, just as 
he gave it to us;" and he got it. 


It is learned that the jury stood 9 to 3 
on Goy and 8 to 4 on Bernhamer, and 6 
to 8 on Matler. 
The verdict is evidently 
a compromise, giving away the latter for 
the other two. 
The republicans are well 
satisfied with the verdict, believing it 
just as to the two men, while the strong 
party democrats are furious at Judge,* 
Woods, laying the conviction to him. 


During his argument in the tally-sheet 
oases Judge Glaypool denoanced Gounty 
Glerk Sullivan as a villian. 
Sullivan has 
been a witness in the second trial, and 
one of the defendants in the first one. 
In the evening they met on the street, 
when Sullivan spat in Judge Glaypool's 
face and then struck him. John W. 
Eerns, one of the attorneys for the de- 
fence, and Sullivan were talking when 
Mr. Glaypool came along and remarked 
joculariiy to Eerns that he had heard 
that the jury had convicted him (Glay- 
pool) instead of the defendant. 
Sullivan 
says that as Mr. Glaypool talked about 
the trial to Mr. Eerns, Mr. Glaypool 
looked at Sullivan in a sneering, con- 
temptuous manner, when he became so 
enraged that he spat in the judge's face, 
and that when Glaypool started toward 
him he struck him, remarking, "In your 
speech yesterday you took advantage of 
me and called me a villain. 
My hands 
were tied then, but I resent it now." 


Judge Glaypool then made another 
attempt to attack Sullivan, when they 
were separated and held by friends. 


Mr. Glaypool afterward remarked: " I 
would have killed the dirty dog if let 
alone, and now I will send him to the 
penitentiary if it takes the last cent I've 
got." Sullivan's friends defend him, 
while Mr. Glaypool's friends, with the 
peace-loving people, denounc J Sullivan.

Bohemian Oats Trials.

THRODGH_A BRIDGE. 


A Long Freight Train on the Lake Shore 
Road OoM Throogh a Bridge 
at Pine, Ind. 


GHXGAOO, Jan. 30.—Reports reached 
this city early this morning that a long 
freight train, west-bound, on the Lake 
Shore and Michigan Southern railroad, 
had gone through a bridge two miles 
west of Pine, Ind. 
A brakeman named 
Goulter, was the only person killed. 
The train caaght fire. The loss is prob- 
ably very heavy. 


Goulter is said to be 
from 
Fort 
Wayne, Ind. 


The flames spread to the trestlework 
of the bridge, and a dispatch wa^ii sent 
to Ghicago for a wrecking train and a 
fire engine. 
The engineer, fireman, and 
one or two other train hands were re- 
ported seriously injured, but no definite 
information could be obtained. 


THB MXTNOIB WBBOK. 


MUNODB, Ind., Jan. 30.—The east- 
bound Bee Line express, due here at 
4:30 this morning, came thundering into 
the city at the rate of fifty miles an hour 
and crashed into a freight engine stand- 
ing just east of the depot. 
The air 
brakes were unmanageable. 
Both en- 
gines were almost entirely ruined, to- 
gether with two palace cars, several 
coaches and freight cars. 


A fire immediately broke out in the 
palace cars and they are ruined. 
The 
tracks are torn up for rods and the gates 
and station house mashed to the ground. 
No one was hurt except the freight en- 
gineer, who is severely injured. 
The 
tracks will not be in a passable condition 
for at least ten hours.

CROSS THE BORDER. ECHOES OF THE RAtt. 


The Russian Soldiers Crossed the Bor- 
^ d e r 
and Fire 
Upon 
the 
Prnssiani.

The Wabash is now one of the best 
railroad systems in the country, having 
been brought to this standard by the ex.

Ten passenger trains pass 
over its line every day, of which number 
eight are through trains.

is one of the most important points 
on

Supernatural causes will be 
assigned as the origin and reason for a 
tremendous outbreak of offended Joss. 
Great events will be dated from it for 
affea. But had the 
government of 
Ohina been little less than barbarous 
it is probable all this calamity might 
have been averted. 
It could not have 
ocourred in Holland, where the patient 
Dutch defy the rivers and sea, and 
where reprisals are made from them 
instead of encroachments being per* 
mitted. 
The world now goes to Hol- 
land for instruction in hydraulics and 
hydrostatics, for no other nation has 
ever so well succeeded in doing what 
Oanute tried to do but coidd not. 
There is great need to many govern- 
ments far more enlightened thui China, 
our own included, of just such practical 
knowledge of dikes and drainage, sea 
walls and levees, eccentric wver cur- 
rents and phenomenal tidal waves, as 
the history of Holland affords. 
The 
problem of Mississippi River improvf 
ment might well be submitted to Dutch 
engineers. 
If it had been years ago 
millionB upon millions would have been 
saved. Had China employed a board

The Christian church was crowded 
last evening by earnest listeners, who 
came to hear 
the 
sermon of Bev, 
Blaney, on the subject of the "Time of 
Christ's Second Coming." 
Mr. Blaney 
does not claim to be in the ranks of 
those who claim to fix the day or even 
the year, but his claim is that we may 
know approximately. 
Below we give a 
short sketch of his method of reason- 
ing: 


The coming of the woman's seed, to 
crush the head of Satan, ^ and to restore 
the kingdom to man is the irst promise 
of Ck>d to man. 
This, therefore, is 
really the only text, for any preacher of 
Christ^ to take. Everything hangs on 
that first promise and its fulfillment. 


Hence Enoch p r e a c h e d about the sec- 
ond coming, when he said, **Behold, the 
Lord Cometh with ten t h o u s a n d of His 
saints to execute j u d g m e n t on the un- 
g o d l y . " (See letter t o Jnde). But in the 
m e a n t i m e t e m p o r a l j u d g m e n t w a s m a n i - 
fested in the fl!ood. 


Moses foretold of Christ's second com- 
ing when he said, "A prophet like unto 
me shall the Lord raise up. To Him 
shall be the gathering of the people." 
But before that comes, Moses foretold of 
temporal judgments which would fall on 
the Jews. In speaking of these judg- 
ments he said that they should be 
afflicted of other nations for a period of 
"seven times," but then Jacob should be 
saved out of his trouble. 


It is generally conceded that the Lord 
forsook the temple and the Jews in the 
sense of His visible presence being re- 
moved ; when Nebuchadnazar destroyed 
it, which occurred in the year 606 B. C. 
If, therefore, the Jews are to be left in 
the hands of the Gentiles, "till the 
times of the Gentiles are fulfilled." See 
Luke 21-24, and then God shall come to 
their rescue. If we deduct 606 from the 
" seven times" which is the determined 
period called the "Times of the Gen- 
tiles," we shall find the time when the 
Lord Cometh to break the power of 
the Gentiles and to "restore the king- 
dom to Israel." 


We learn from Daniel 8th chapter, 
and the 12th chapter, that from the time 
the daily sacrifice was taken away—and 
the people and tJie sanctuary were trod- 
den under foot by the power of the "lit- 
tle horn" coming out of the "four 
kings" 
who 
held 
the 
kingdom 
of 
"Alexander 
the 
Great." 
until 
the 'power to scatter the Holy ^ o - 
ple should be finished would be time 
times and a half acknowledged to be 
three and one-half times by commen 
tators. 


That is, Jerusalem should be trodden 
under foot by this eastern power for 
three and one half times, but in Bev 
11-2, it is explained that the time given 
for the Gentiles is forty-two months, or 
1,260 days, but a day in propetic count 
is a year, so that three and one-half 
times is 1,260 years, hence seven times 
will be twice 1,260, which equals 2,520 
years.

BepnbUeaii CmeentratlM. 


It Is remarked with great force by The 
Tribune that the "concentration of Re- 
publican opinion goes on rapidly." We 
have noticed that oxirselves, and have ob- 
served that it is accompanied by an 
equally rapid concentration of Bepublican 
members. Every day or two a new lot of 
Bepublican voters, whose opinions are not 
sufficiently orthodox, are shut out, and at 
their exclusion the party "concentrates" 
some more.

This was done 
so thoroughly in a few elections that in 
November last the flattering demonstra- 
tion was made that the party had "con- 
centrated" itself into a minority of about 
17,000 votes in the state of New Yqrk. 
Since that discovery the party's leaders 
have been animated by only one purpose, 
and that is to do for the party in the 
nation what they have done for it in this 
state. They have made "Blaine and a 
surplus" the party creed, and have so 
concentrated Republican opinion upon it 
that strong party journals in Rhode Island, 
Pennsylvania, Illinois, Minnesota, Ne- 
braska, Wisconsin, California, with thou- 
sands of Republican voters behind them, 
have been shown the door. By keeping 
the concentration going with its present 
rapidity, the party will go into tlie next 
presidential election the snuggest and 
tightest little minority which has taken 
part in a national election for many years.

He is called "Klicky Bill* because no 


•harper, ahrewder business man or 
politician erer liTed in Illinois. Ha is 
called "Uncle Billy* bt-caiu* he is an 
old m.* £d Lanaing calla him the 
"Prophet of Menu-d* because in him is 
nearly all the history of the country; 
because be is a prominent figure in old 
Salem's history, and becanitt in Abra- 
ham Lincoln's early manhood Greene 
was closer to him than any other man 
and had more influence with him.
